cultural produce and may inspect any process of manufacture or any

(2) If any person obstructs or impedes or assists to obstruct or 
impede an officer of the Department in the exercise of any power 
conferred by this section he shall be liable on summary conviction 
for the first offence to a fine not exceeding ten pounds , and for any 
26 subsequent offence to a fine not exceeding fifty pounds. 
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3. This Act may be cited as the Merchandise Marks (Prosecu- 
tions) (Ireland) Act, 1902, and the Merchandise Marks Acts, 1887 
and 1891, the Merchandise Marks (Prosecutions) Act, 1894, and 
this Act may he cited collectively as the Merchandise Marks Acts, 
1887 to 1902. 
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
